THE RAILWAY 1IEKTIKGS. 
In the article of Satiuday, givinrr a brief 
recapitulation of the proceedings on Ihe 
Hallway question, Ve arrived at the last 
alcp which thus far has been taken — the 
Public Meeting held un (he Olh instant. 

To this Meeting were invited, by Ihe 
advertisement calling it, "all perwns who 
are friendly

y lo Gotilburo and Windsor." 
And il is gratifying 1° thai Ihe call 

was responded to in a spirit of cordiality 
which plainly showed how much the sub- 
ject had worked its way into the public 
mind. The tne cling, as recorded by 
our reporter, was built numerous and 
higliiy retpeciahte ; and, we way add, its 
proceeding s were marked by entire una- 
nimity. 

The first speaker, Mr. Bsudlbv, Mem- 
« Council for ArgyLe, is a gentleman of 
Urge possessions, in land and alock, in 
the southern districts ; and having resided 
in that pari of tip. colony almost from the 
first year of ils selllemenl, no one tsn be 
more competent than himself to give a 
tt unworthy opinion ti lo the titenl ol 



traffic on the line lietvreen Sydney and 
Cltiitlhui-n. Ha sattsfit;d ivoa he on this 
head, that he declared himself quite rfady 
tticnbaik largely in Uiu cnpital of (he 
projecled Company. He bad no doubt 
whatever, (hat if the original 
outlay would not exceed a million, 
even the present traffic iras stifficienl to 
return a reasonable inter-esl to Llic. share- 
holders ; 'but it was quite erirjfnt/ he" 
added, f tliaL from year to year lhal traHic 
must go orr increasing, and in a very feiv 
years must afford a handsome pr- ■!): to the 
Company.' Ala subsequent stage of [he 
meeting, it ivas mentioned by one of [he 
speakers lltnt Mr. Braiiixv was paying, 
for [he carriage of goods along the south- 
ern line, no less a sum than £100 per an- 
num. 

On the engineering part of the ques- 
tion, Mr, 13tL.inLi!v did not think that there 
li tre many very serious difficulties : ! there 
were neither rivers nor mountains of any 
magnitude which would require lu he 
passed over, and the generality of the 
country was nearly level,' 

The second speaker, Mr. Thomas IJah- 
KEft, a gentleman of large colonial expe- 
rience, especially in the agricultural in- 
lerest, 1 did not conceive i[ possible that 
the investment would not be safe. 1 He 
pointed oui several ways in which the 
undertaking would benefit the colony ; 
one of which was, i hat it would prevent i 
a sea ret ly of bread in times of drought, [ 
by throwing open the vast regions offer- 
tile country which are notv, from their 
remoteness from the market, lying idle, 
He should expect, after [he opening of a 
railway, to see the greater part of Argyle 
covered with corn fields, and he felt con- 
fident thai as gooJ grain could be grown 
there as was ever offered for sale in Mark 
Lane, 

Mr. IT. G. Smith, lo whom the colony 
is so much indebltd for the introduction, 
fifteen years ago, of steam -navigation, 
hid directed his atlenliun for many 
months nasi lo lhat still more important 
object, ihe tntroducliou of railways. In 
conjunction with Mr. Bums, the Civil 
Engineer, who proceeded to Knglnnd last 
year for [he purpose nf mooting lhc ques- 
tion of Australian railways atitungst his 
moneyed friends there, Mr. Ssiitii had 
entered into very minute calculations, 
bolh as lo the cost of construction and as 
lo the present and prospective trarHc , and 
he now declated, thai so confident was lie 
ia the success of lhc undarlaltiiig, that he 
was quite ready to subscribe largely for 
shares. 

Captain 0'CoNrrei.L, M C, a son of His 
Hjcccllcncy lire Commander of the Forces, 
remarked that the necessity of roads 
throughout lhc colony tvas becoming so 
urgent, that it was a subject which must 
occupy [he immediate attention of the 
colonial Guvcrtunent ; and in New South 
Wales, at least, he did not see but that 
railrotti/f were at ehenp at any other kind 
of rouiti. He did not believe that there 
was any country in the world so badly 
provided with the means of trade as New 
South Wales ; and he looked forward to 
Llie formation of railroads a3 the most im- 
portant benefit which could be conferred 
upon it. 

Of the speech delivered on this occasion 
by Dr. Lang, M.C., we must say, with 
the preliminary disclaimer applied by 
himself to the present Kighl Hoiiotiralile 
Secretary for the Colonies, Mr. Glao- 
stoni, that though we are not prepared lu 
subscribe lo all his published opinions, it 
was about the best we ever heard from his 
lips, and w-e have beard many of them, 
and many very able ones. He had evi- 
dently bestowed much thought upon the 
subject, and he handled it in a, clever, and 
indeed masterly style. During his late 
visit to the United States, he was forcibly 
struck with the resemblance, ill its physi- 
cal formation, which some parts ol Norllt 
America, particularly the States of Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, bore to New 
South Wales; and reflection had made il 
apparent to him, that in no other country in 
Ihe world were the advantages to te reaped 
from railroads so great as in ibis. Prom the 
peculiaritiea of our territory and climate, 
he showed that Ihe splendid country now 
being brought to light by the exploiaLion 
of Sir Tiiosia" MiTciicLt, coutd not be 
made 'available without the assistance of 
railways. Its distance from the sea-coasf, 
abonteight hundred milts, would render it 
impossible, even in ordinary seasons, but 
in season 3 of drought mote especially, to 
convey goods up or produce down by the 
modes of Lraffic now in use through out the 
colony; Lul with a milwaj-, though a 
mere Iram-riiad, those distant regions 
would at once be placed within eighty 
hours distance of the coast, and that not 
by a dangerous and doubtful path, hut by 
a safe and certain one. Li England, he 
said, railways doubtless afforded greal per- 
sonal ciHvenienees, great facilities for 
the purposes of commerce ; btll in lb Is 
country our very existence depended upon 
lliem, 'They were olisolntely 'essential 
lo the safe population of the country ( and 
without their introduction, entire districts, 
enduwed with the fairest advantages which 
nature could bestow, must remain unoc- 
cupied,' With regard to the southern aud 
western line, ' he was satisfied that it was 
the best that could have been selected for 
making so great and important an experi- 
ment.' He thought there were no insur- 
m outi table engineering difficulties. 1 The 
summit level was attained about Berrima, 
and Ihe elevation above lite level of the 
scaal lliat place svasahotil £000 feet. At 
G on lb urn the elevation svas very nearly 
the same, perhaps 100 or 300 feel less. 
The distance from Sydney to Bertima was 
eighty miles, and the elevation throughout 
the way was very gentle.

year 1843, are natiiratly very sen- 
sitive; but the DocTurt showed, l.y 
Ihe professional aid of the solicitor, 
Mr Iinwis, that ill ihe present under- 
taking there was on Lhal head nothing 
to fear. ' In England, the rail- 
way Companies were all incorpo rated, 
and Corporations could only sue and 
be sued in [heir Corporate capacity. 
aM not the members of sitcft curjio- 
rations sued nj indiBiilitals. There was, 
however, a provision (B Victoria, tap. 
10, sec. 30) by which members could be 
sued individtlallyyuj- Ihn amount remain- 
ing unpaid vpon tJieir respective stare*.' 

The results arrived at by this MeeLing 
arc before the public. The formation of 
a Company was determined upon, with a 
capital of One Million, of which three- 
fourths nre to be reserved for oiler to Bri- 
tish capitalists, the other fourth being 
kept for the colonists. A Provisional 
Board uf Directors was appointed, who, 
on nine thousand shires having been sub- 
scribed for, are to call a meeting of the 
shareholders, fur the. purpose of electing 
a permanent Board. 

Wc have thus glanced at the principal 
features in this most important movement ; 
and shall attentively, and we hope cau- 
tiously, watch ili future steps.

Tjie intelligence received from Welling- 
ton yesterday shows that the troubles with 
the natives in that district are only just 
beginning, and that it will requite a 
severe lestontocoiivincerl,iKaiHAE.iTA that, 
although he escaped once after committing 
murder, there ia a point beyond which 
forbearance cannot extend, and that point 
he has parsed. The country in the neigh- 
bourhood of PoiL Nicholson is so ex- 
tremely intra ntanious that it will ba a 
work of no small difficulty to follow the 
natives to Iheir strongholds j rind in the 
mean time the settlers, especially those on 
Ihe outskirts of the settlements, will be 
exposed to much danger and s u fieri n g. 
Strong efforts were being made to induce

Wellington, but His E.vceLLUNttv had not 
expressed any decided opinion on the sub- 
ject. We give some interesting extracts 
in another part of the paper.

had been done since the plaintiff left, and nu 
oupengoof £IC to £20 would bo ictiuircd to 
cnmpluttt the road. 

Ilia Uosoa told the Jury lhal if they were 
of opinion that the plaintiff had euiaplcit'd his 
work according lo contract, he would ui'cnucaebc 
entitled to llic balance of the £19 after deduct- 
ing lTio£iS 5a, whieh was adrtiiLtcd tohnvebcen 
paid ; huluvenirhc had net wholly completed 
Iho work.

naately, John ltosn Holder,, ehairtaani Chailcs 
Windeyer, sealer Police Magistrate ; Dr. 
MiLcholl, Alder man Flood, Copsain InnES, T. 
W, Smart, and Q. Ilil], Ksquirns.who w-ero aub- 
sequcnily joined by W. A. Miles, 13aq., Com- 
miasiancr of Police. On tho Court being 
opened, Captain Innea commenced the business 
oftho meeting by informing the chairmen lhat 
fie felt it fue duty to notice tho unfair manner 
in which the Hagistratea who had act al the 
previous meetings had boon treated, aa 
although there was n list of upwards of 
twenty Licensing Magistrates belonging 
lo tho Sydney Bench, and every meaca 
had been used to get a full meeting of thorn 
convened, yet it hod been found impossible lo 
got mora thun seven of ihem to meet at any 
one sittings of the Session!. lie Te E arded the 
consideration of applications for publicans' li- 
censes as one of the 1 most unplesBout and in- 
vidious duties which the Magistrates had lo 
perform ; and in these circumstances ho 
thought thai ull ihe odium {if there was unyL 
in reftistnc. licenses to publicans, should be 
equally divided among tho gentlemen who 
with himself had the honour of a seat on tbe 
Bench.

At one o'clock, the remains of the un- 
fortunate Ciilleepie and ami, weto interred in 
ihe puhlio csmutery. Tin: Hcv. H, Cola per- 
formetl tha funeral scivicc. ALnut nne 
hundred and fifty of the inhabitant paid their 
Hint tribute of respect, by following tho funeral. 

From vhat ire con lcr.rn, it appeals that a 
artyof natives enrae down on tha Uutt from 
'Orlrua, henton aaeriHcing any unfortunate 
whito man they might come across. That 
three or four crossed tho river, snd perpetrated 
tho cruel dead wo hove above Tecorded, whilst 
tho remainder covered the retreat of the 
murderers to ihe bush. Some blankets, and a 
few trifling articles were taken from thn house. 
The elder son of Gillfapio hud been sent down 
lo the bridge ona message, llnd he been 
present, there il every reason to believe that he 
would nfao have been iacriactd by the monsters. 
Gillespie hns left a widow sud one son to 
lament hfs untimely end. 

Wo ate also iiifoimedthnl the natives visited 
a dwelling house lower down the river, but 
that fariunalely for the owner* they were nb- 
eenc at the lime. 

The Government must now take energetic 
moans to protect the out' settlers. 



NARRATIVE OF EVENTS. 
{From rAe lI'VAino/mi Iiidejjpntltttf t April B.> 
Tna to^rn of Wellington was thrown into great 
esxiloment on Fliday morning, by tlte report 
that Mr. Andrew Siltesple, nn intelligent and 
iudlisllioui settler, together with one of his 
children, a promising youth of thirteen year* 
of age, had been found dead— murdered— ttlB 
preceding OToning, near his house, on iho 
bonks of tho river Mutt, between the bridge 
and the encninpuient. It appears that tau'srds 
dusk, one of ihc militiamen, who was reuirn- 

ng home front the buah, board grosnv aa if 
from acmiu person in great agony, in the direo- 

ionnf Gtllcipie'l houac, On approaching (ha 
spot lie discovered, to his horror and aurprise. 
tho father and son lying on the ground, brn~ 
tatty mulilnted, nnd apparently quite dead. 
He instantly gave tho alarm, and s number of 
the settlers ipeedily arriving, the bodies were 
conveyed into the houac. The lad msriily ut- 
icrcd an exclamation of 11 my poor mother," 
and then expired. The father, though not 
quite deed, was utterly insensible to all nroiiud 
him. The falher and sen were discovered, 
lying one on each side of n. tree, whiah they 

were engaged m mwtng when nmok down by 
tho murderers, 

On examination, it become evident that ell 
the -wounds were initialed with tomahawks, 
limilir to those in ma among the natives', 

Tho son, Andrew Gillespie, junior, had no 
less than eleven wounds, principally on tho 
hood, 

Tho fatheihad seven wounds, most of which 
were also on ihe head. 

We forbear allocking the faellngjof humanity 
by relating Lhe fleuaMih mangling of tho 

bodies. 

UfUespie's tongue waa not cut out oa re- 
ported, but was contracted, owing to hissstdrs 
aulfoHngs. 

On Fridny, an inquest was held on tha body 
of tho ion hefoie 1, Pitzgerahl, Est),, M, D„ 
Coroner, and a respectable Jury of Jlult set- 
tlers. 'Pile evidence received merely related to 
the fact of finding the body, and to the number 
and description of tho wtiiinda, and the Jury re- 
turned a verdict of "wilful itiiiider BgnhiBt 
somo person or persons unknown." 

Saturday, April 4. — To llaupahora sent inn 
letter, by Mr. W. Cooper, to tho liav, Mr. 
HudJlctJ, informing him that tho murders hod 
been committed hy some nnlivee from 1'oriiua , 
and that if the Governor would send fiveoi 
eiic constables, ho thought he should be oblfi to 
deliver up one of tho murderers. Acting on 
this letter, Ensign! Cervantes and Symonds, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, Ml, M'Donogh, and. fotn eon- 
stuhlea, eet our lor Fortrua, On arriving at 
Jackson's, they approhendad two deserters of 
the 9Dth regiment, who were slaying there, 
The parly stopped at Jackson's all night, and 
tn the morning proceeded to Mr, Caliper's, An 
Interview (aok place. between Ensign CcrvnnlEa 
and Haoparah a, who informed him that llun- 
gihaeata would n^t give up tho murderers, 
without aitiuggle, and that he had espoused 
the cause of the Hutt intrudeis, heart and 
hand. 

Sunday. — A native atrlved in town bringing 
deapatcb.es to the Governor, containing thifl 
Intelligence. Orders wees instantly iaaued I 
IL M, steamer and IT. M. S. Ca'ior, 

to prepare for Asiling^ lud 1 men of the 
dSilt, Ddth, and Q9th Itegimeuta were conveyed 
on hoard. 

At half-past five o'clock In lhe morning, 
poor (JilleSfdc, after lingering for two days and 
three nights, expired. DuiinE the wholn lime 
no word escaped his lips, and he appeared per- 
fectly unoonscioua, Wo irtiit ho may ham 
been unconacioua both bodily as wefiaa man- 
tally. The body of tha aan was brought over 
from the llutt, and placed in tho Epiacopalim 
chatoh. 

Monday .—An inquest was held on the body 
of Andrew Gilleapio, before J. ^itrgerald, Eiq, 
M.U., Coroner, and a jury of aetilors empan. 
nelled for the occasion, After receiving tho 
evidence respecting the finding of the body, 
ic,, tho jury returned a verdict of M wilful 
murder ngninst some person or persons nn 
known." 

The jury also gave the following letter, : — 
" I, on behalf of the jury, assembled on tha 
body of Andrew Gillespie, do hereby Hole, 
(hat il is our opinion that every attention and 
possible euro wos paid lo the unforlunoca de- 
eeaioi, until tha lime of hi! doMli, by Dr. 
Turnholl, M.D., of the River llutt, and all 

" A. Lupiait, Foiemsn.' 
"Anrilfi, ISM. * 
" To f . P. Fitigorild, M.D., Coroner, Wol 
ling ton." 

The body was brought over and placed 
in tk* chord!, ihera lo lematn till the 
funeril. 

At 7 t.m. II-M. steamer Drisar, fl guna, 
C. 0, Hays, with hit Excellency Captain 
Grey, and suite on board, and n body of iho 
military, departed for Porirua. H,M,3, Cartel 
was coinpelled to remain nt anchor, owing to 
the onfavoorablo S.F. weather. 

ILnsign Cervantes and party proceeded to 
Farrutnnlta, the pah of Itunpnraha. Ho deli- 
vered an aditrts* to hie folloivora of three hours 
duration. About one o'clock the atcamcrhovo 
in eight, and on tho anchor being dropped, 
Kauparaha went on bootd. JIo stated to (Jap- 
tain Grey Ids determination of taking part 
with tho white men, and that if Ron gin be sin 
would not give up the murdcreia, be would 
instantly go against him Itaupatalia alio told 
hli followers that if they foutiht against the 
Europeans they would uliioiitely be entirely 
cut off. It ii further stated that from Wakt- 
nai ta Mauaivatu, tho entire liotiro population 
arc prepared tojoin Uaupnraho. 

JUiigihueatu hai left Taupo, and thrown 
himaotfintoa fortification lately built by ItlB 
XKatirangfttnln, about four miles from thu Hoy. 
We wo informed tbat the position is ndinirt,-

At the auggestion of tho gallant olucer in 
command at Porirua, and. ether military 
oflloers, three roads ore to bo formed, Dnnncot- 
ing tho djsuiot ; one from bere to P orlrua, and 
from thence across to the Mutt, and from 
(banco across to Ohariu. In Gook'a Straits, 

ith a military depit at each of tliEsa places. 

There arc several reports cutretit as to the 
strengtfi. of Itnngilioeala't force ; but the 
highest number slated is UM) men. 

On (he llutt, within the last few days, some 
natives have been observed. A military sen- 
ttnel. posted ia the Tails, fired at a number 
cf natives early onlkvirediy morning last. 

On Friday, about n dozen natives weie seen 
hovering about tho Waiwatu, 

Tlie out- settlers havs come- in, and are now 
resfding near llio bridge. Unless some decided 
eteps aie taken, the forthcoming sensou wiit be 
"oat to tttc settlement. Wo should recommend 
that the settlers form themselves into a body, 
and plant the various patches of ground randy 
for grain, in rotation, and that a body of tho 
military should bo ordered lo protect them 
whilst engaged in this necessary work. 

An armed police force, consisting of fifty 
men, is to be enrolled immediately. Captain 
Orey has appointed MujorUurio inspector, and 
A.'.CStrodesub-inipcctoT, These appointments 
will give general satisfaction. Tha salary of 
inspector is to be £200 per Annum, and that of 
sub- inspector £130 pet annum, The men will 
receive Ss. (id. per day, Aa anon aa passible 
the force wilt be mounted, There aro to bo 
foursctjo&nts, each scrjoant to have ten men 
and a native under his command, and a Ser- 
jeant's parly will be stationed at each nf the 
intended new posts, keeping up a csnatmat 
communication wlth'each other. The presence 
of such a force, ready to move and not, at a 
moment's notice, mu a I have a great effect in 
overawing tho aboriginal poptitation. Taken 
into consideration with the contemplated roads, 
this measure ie about tho only eau^i one we 
have received from iho Oovernmcnt. We 
sincerely thank Captain Grey for this farther 
proof of h!s desire io promote the welfare 
and advance (he interests of the colonists of 
Port Nicholson. 

{From the WellhtgL&n iurl^icnflent, April '1 S w J 
Tho deputation have at length met their 
fellow-Colonists, rendered an account of their 
interview with the Governor, and obtained— so 
far oa tho unopposed vote of a highly respecta- 
ble and well attended public meeting could 
give it— a complete approval of Iho course 
ihe^ have adopted. Perhaps their own naiis- 
faction at the result may be lessened by the 
circumstance, (hat llio only alternative which 
they presented lo the meeting, a vote of ten* 
sure, was one, which after whaLLliey had done, 
and done well, no tattler wan likely io move. 
And in foot, lifter each member who addressed 
the meeting declared (hat the deputation hod 
fulfilled iti dutiea as well, or belter, tlisn any 
other* eould have done, the expression of a 
difference of opinion on thai point would have 
had the appearance of a, personal insult, 
Tho triumph, if it bs one, wis 
dimmed by this application of abusive 
epithets to those who differ fram them in 
opinion. ,It would not be difficult to retort 
ill the same stylo upon soma of the deputation, 
but it ia not desirable, The use of weapons of 
this kind ie likely to prove mote injurious (o 
persons resorting (n it, if above a very low 
station in society, than il Can be to those whom 
they assail. 

If the members of the deputation hnve been 
misundolBtood and misrepresented, they owe 
it in a great degree la themselves- These nro 
not ittaos when the colonists enn look without 
interest upon the course pursued by ihoso who 
put forwnrd lo icptoscni tho opinions of tin 
^community. Is.--", re ITiidsy, the dlh instant, 
the only anallera lo which the deputation had 
called tho Governor's attention, were squatting 
tegulations and fcrrirn, The Governor, it iu 
generally understood, had intended to leave 
this placa for Auckland before that day. And 
if oc that time lhey had not gone forward, 
othsra must have done no. What Ihen was to 
ho thought of those who, professing to act in 
(ho name, and on hehalfof all their fcllow-colo. 
riists, and in thee iccum stone coin nhich the colo- 
ny is placed, considered tho first tuujeets which 
it woi necessary to enll the attention of the 
Governor wore equalling regulations and fer- 
ries. Tho oxtenDive cattle runa in the Wai- 
rarapa of the throe memhers of the deputation, 
and the personal annoyance they have tut. 
tabled at tha ferries, may account tot their 
anxiety on these, lieada. 

There was one, land only ono subject, which 
tho working clan nquested the deputation le 
mention, and it was forgotten. Il was at i 
public meeting, held pursuant to repeated id. 
verlisemcnis, and attended by twice as ni,mv 
persons as wcro present at lhat meeting which 
waa catted in the drat instance hy the depots. 
lloOi Tha business, mentioned in the adver- 
tisement bsing disposed of, one of the deputa- 
tion addressed tha mectine;, to remove the dli- 
satiafaation which existed at tho way 
in which the deputation had been ap. 
pointed, and to deprecate any attempts 
to add lo their number. One ameug 
the peopls asied— "Will, you Ml. Ilivsns, 
pledge yourself to propose to lhe GOTitcor u 
tax upon obsenteea for roada ;'" and tho mem- 
ber of tha depulatiou oswcicd " 1 will I" It 
waa not a ifllish request. The dtibjectiini 
important as any ratm tinned by lite deputation, 
exuept tho means of protection to life and pro- 
lierty, nnd it La closely connected with ihera. 
It was not an idle question. He who made it 
ii probably obliged once in every eovon or ten 
days to carry a full load, four, fire, or six miles 
to the mill, and hooae again, over a rood il»- 
passsblo far carts, Ho may ttave cnn(rihutsd 
t o the expenaa of making end maintaining that 
road, but lound it wouhToot be kept in repiir 
by contributions of residents alona. Had any 
of the deputation been in like cireuoaatanctis. 
he would have thought tho matter as well 
tvaithy tho attention of tho Governor 
ss srjuatting regulations, or eren 
ferries. Tho next time that man wants 
to mike a requett to the Governor, ha must 
find n deputation lhat will not forget — or ha 
I must £U himself- Captain Grey, at Nelson. 
\ expressed and provtrd hia deaira to protect the 
I working men and (4 promote their uiterufa— 
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I and it is to him, and not to the deputation, 
that we own the intended road to Porirua. 
The pledge is forfeited. 

Uut the deputation did mention repv^eenta - 
(ive institulians, and their primere tako care 
to oinit in the account of thu meeting any 
statement or the views of ihe deputation as to 
the qunlificnlian for electors — a freehold in 
country dUtriets, and a certain rent in towns! 
As suggested hy persons who urge the settlers 
to refuse ossistnneo to Captain Grey in lhe 
Ue^iilalivc Council, their views oftha uunltH. 
cation for electors arc curious enough, If there 
be one circum.slnu.ca more than another Which 
hat impatied tho working of tho Uritlsh consti- 
tution, it ia the preponderating influence given 
to land in the lliilUh legi.latiirc. And thia 
very principle, the deputation Ins ventured 
to propone in the basis of reprcicnlationin New 
/••::i!,i:id. Upon the mischief of the principle 
wo need not dwell, npopulnr writer of the pre, 
sent day havine- so ably exposed it in aa nrlic-lo 
reprinted in mother part of this paper. 

But we rorpicit tlte member! of the dcptia- 
m, if ttiey wish to reproient any one but tho 
squatting and landed interests, or in one word, 
themselves, to reconsider their opinion on this 
subject, via alBowith regard to the propriety 
of a second chamber. Lot the qualillcattuni 
they have inggcated be that of the electors 
of one Chumhtr uf llnnroseniatire* ; and 
let labour nnd commerce have a fair chance 
of being ropresenwd initio othor. With eueh 
a system of representation ae they have pro- 
posed, and a Continued tight ol pre-emption to 
lhe New Zealnnd Company, we need not hope 
tliLl any tax will be put upon ihc lands of tho 
absentees, but wo may tear thnt in twenty 
yenrs tho labouring man of this colony -will ho 
reduced to the condition of the agricultural la- 
bouring men in England, And theia are no 
Poor Law Union Hoiiscb here, which, bad as 
they arp, are n shelter from tho weather, lletlcr 
the present Legislative Council, with all its 
fhnliti, tttnn such a syntent of reprosen Lotion as 
the deputation recommends. 

The labourer beta connot now bo insulted 
aa in England, by the statement that ha ia taxed 
through his representatives. 

Every settler in Port Nicholson is desirous 
that this should he made Iheseat of government, 
and tho deputation lia-iedoneright in urging the 
matter npon the attention of Captain Grey. 
But we question tho reasonableness of pressing 
for an Immediate opinion en this matter, whan, 
with so, mnny other subjects demanding Iris 
anxious attention, be has so llttfo opportunity 
of making himself acqiiainlcd with the merits 
of the question. We doubt it the more, be- 
cause Ciptsin Grey has exhibited great caution 
in rot min° opinions, and the tosh promise of 
Captttin Fitiroy to souls the Laud Question, 
has taught us Lhe uselesincss of hasty de- 
cisions. 

'ihe other matters mentioned fay the deputa- 
tion Will bo considered at a future oppor- 
tunity. Upon their whole proceedinga we 
would observe, that supposing, as per- 
hnjis ihcy had, ttto persons who really ap- 
pointed them the only persona worth earing 
for, tho dEputstion may lnvo fulfilled their 
duties. Hut they did not touch upon any 
subject particularly affecting Ihs interests of 
working men r they ona i Hurt (he only subject 
they were publicly requested, and one of thum 
pledged to mention, —end ttiey proposed to 
exclude working men, as auch, from any share 
in the election of representatives. Believing 
that the class whoso inieteats have been thus 
altogether Overlooked requires protection as 
much as any other, — (hat it has to hear its ahara 
of the common (axaliun,— and has an equal 
right to be represented la iha local legiolaiure 
-in its Behalf wa protest against tho opinions 
ofthodopuiotlon being taken aa tho opinions 
of the settlors of Port Nicholson.

Unfortunately the parson who piloted 
his boat either mletook the bar of the river cr 
waa misled by a strong ebb-tide, which conse- 
quently brougbL it among tha breakers, and 
having its beam, to them it instantly upiat. 
Ily this most untoward accident one of tho 
oarsmen — a very worthy, well-conducted man 
— .named George Smith, was drowned. Neil! 
hia body nor the boat hire been found, end it 
ia probable, they have been swept out to sea- 
ward by the tide, and may not bo recovered- 
Tha rest of (ho boat's crew, including our 
worthy poiico magistrate, were, after repeated 
imutcmions, eared hy tho gallant crovro/the

Tuesday, l?lh Merea.— Hia Excellency the 
Lieutenant Governor creased the river from 
Fuliki. and landed at Fotre, at eleven o'clock 
thia forenoon, where he was received by Cap- 
tain Grahamc, of tho c^ajfdr.

Wedneaday, March IS. — Ilia Excslleney met 
a Lirga asiemhty of the different nativa tribes 
at noun, ro-dsy, when several of tho chiefs ad- 
dressed him. All expressed themiutves de- 
sirous to have the land question settled , 
and were unanimous in the deoira to have mora 
white people icttled among them. His Excel- 
lonoy replied (hat, shortly, ha would send 
round his Honor thu Superintendent, nnd other 
officers, to mark out the portions of iho diffe- 
rent native, oioiio an u, when each should be paid 
hia share of tho amount awarded by the Land 
Commissioner, He then recommended them 
to observe and cultivate a goad understanding 
with the white population, for that by so doing 
they would ensure their own prosperity, and 
induce newsetllora to coma among them. 

His Excellency then dismissed the assembly, 
which, let it be observed, was throughout most 
correct and orderly. After visiting dttfersnt 
parts of lhe town, His Excellency embarked, 
with all those who bed accompanied him hither, 
and returned to the frigate, which itilt to-mot- 
row morning for N*lioo, 

(Ftani Ihi ll'cftVrtffdtfti hulepetiitnl, April IS.) 
Wanganui, March loth.-— As it was low 
water yesterday afternoon when Ills Excel- 
lency got to the mouth of the river, and ihero 
was Borne sea on the bar, ho returned to the 
town late in the evening. Ife embarked to- 
day it ona o'clock, and tit two the Iiigaia got 
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utiderwoigh, and with fl fine favoutabla breeio 
prooeoded to Neleon.

su liberal ei lo direct lhat a young bull and 
heifer should bo lent to that inlluoittial chief 
tn hia name.
